Per Northern Pacific It ill way. 

Montreal, Oct, 7.— The Canadian 
Pacific Railway Co., it is reported, in- 
tend next season putting on a line of 
steamers on the St. Lawrence from To- 
ronto to Montreal to run in competi- 
tion with the Richelieu Co. 

About 11:30 o'clock last night 300 
men from St. Jean Baptisto and St. 
Louis villages marched across Fletcher's 
field and attacked the Mount Royal 
Hospital. The Garrison Artillery were 
on duty inside the buildings and pre- 
pared for action. A detachment of cav- 
alry of twenty men formed up on the 
mountain road, and Major Atkinson, 
of -the Artillery, took command of 
them. He at once led them at charge 
against the mob and very soon scatter- 
ed them. A few of his men were wound- 
ed with missiles. A good many of the 
mob went home with sore and cut 
heads. 

The deaths from smallpox yesterday 
in the city decreased to 19; in St. Jean 
JBaptiste, 4; Ste. Cunegonde, 1; total, 
24-. 

Tho Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany's traffic from Sept. 21st to Sept. 
30th is as follows: Receipts, 1885, 
$272,500; 1884, $198,000] increase for 
1885, §74,500. 

Mr. Joseph Doutre, tho eminent 
Q. C, is seriously ill with inflammation 
of the lungs. 

Uxbridoe, Oct. 5. — On Wednesday 
evening last, as Mr. A. E. Bradslmw, 
lumberman, of Uxbridge, was crossing 
the railway yard at Stouffville, he step- 
ped into an opening of a broken train 
to let a coming train pass him, but 
which instead was shunted against the 
train where he was standing. He was 
caught between the cars and so badly 
crushed that he died a coaple of hours 
after. He was a prominent member of 
the Baptist Church, and was highly es- 
tcsnisd by the whole community. 

Toronto, Oct. 7. — Senator Macdon- 
ak'l, of British Columbia, and his fam- 
ily are here. They have just returned 
from a trip to Europe. 

Charles Phillippe Robin, the well- 
known physician and scientist and 
member of the French Senate, is dead; 
aged 64. 

A writ has been granted against 
London Truth for £50,000 damages, 
alleged to have been sustained by a 
Dublin alderman. 

Judge Macdougall, of the Superior 
Court of Quebec, holds that no more 
than six per, cent, interest on a loan 
pan be recovered although there is an 
express stipulation to pay a larger sum. 

Qn the 14th inst. ISrantford will 
elect a mayor to till tho vacancy caus- 
ed by the appointment, of Mr. W. J. 
Scarfo to the shrievalty of Brant, The 
candidates are Mr. C. B. Heyd and Mr. 
Geo. "Watt. 

Ottawa, Oct. 3. — An unmarried wo- 
man named Paquette, 18 years of age, 
was placed under arrest this morning 
charged with the cruel and diaholieal 
crime of burning to death her own in- 
fant, a male child one day old. In or- 
der to get rid of the fruits of her sin 
she placed the child in a cooking stove, 
a-here it was partially consumed before 
being discovered.

Victoria. 

The Melbourne Ago gives an ac- 
count of the extraordinary conduct of 
one Lord St. Leonards in a respectablo 
hotel of that city. Because he was fe- 
fussd a drink when he was already in 
an intoxicated condition, he broke in a 
panel of the door leading to the bar 
and had to be ejected by the police. It 
is not stated by the Ago whether this 
is the same Lord St. Leonards who 
gained such unenviable notoriety in 
London last year by his assault upon a 
servant girl. 

Acting on the suggestion of the Gov- 
ernment of Western Australia, the 
Hon. Mr. Service has proposed that 
tho Governors of Feejeo and Western 
Australia should have seais in the Fed- 
eral Council, to be held at Hobart early 
in 1S8G. 

Heavy rains have fallen in Victoria 
and Riverina, breaking the long 
drought. 

The Federal Bank at Hothan was re- 
cently robbed of .£2,850. Suspicion 
pointed to S. L. Robinson, the assistant 
accountant, and this was continued 
when a hack man identified Robinson 
as the man who left, live rolls of Feder- 
al Hank notes, containing £20 each, in 
his cab. Robinson confessed that he 
took the money and drove in the cab 
to Brighton, where he buried the money 
in three places, lie took the police to 
the. place and all the funds were rrcov- 
erod. Robinson had a salary of §750 a 
year, but was deeply in debt. He said 
he stole the money to givo himself a 
start in life. 



A Priest's Anger. 

New York, Oct. 7, — There is great 
excitement in Elizabeth, N. J., over 
the actions of Rev. Father Gestner, of 
St. Patrick's church, in denouncing Dr. 
Mack, who is city physician, from his 
pulpit as an apostate, unci k ttating that 
the rites of tho church would be refus- 
ed any of his parishioners wdio employ- 
ed that physician. On tho samo day 
the wife of James Tracy was taken ill, 
and Dr. Mack was called in. He saw 
thai there was no hope of her living, 
and sent a note to Father Gestner, but 
the latter refused to attend the woman. 



Solomon Islands. 



Intcllig ce has been received at 
Brisbane that Captain Sorenson of the 
Portuguese schooner ' Douro, and for- 
merly of the British schooner Albert, 
has been commit :Mg great depredations 
among the SoIoiiich: islands. From Oat- 
aret island the mate, two Europeans 
and seven natives, comprising the crew 
of the Douro, cleared away in an open 
boat. They were picked i ;; by the Brit- 
ish schooner Princess Louise off Bou- 
gainville island and landed at New Bri- 
tain. The men stated that their lives 
were not safe, on account of the wrong- 
doings of Captain Sorenson in placing 
the chiefs in irons, and demanding as 
ransom beche-de-mer, laborers and other 
trade before releasing them. At Catar- 
et island a chief was put in irons be- 
cause he would not give the produce be- 
longing to another trader as a ransom, 
but the chief swam ashore during the 
night. The men in their statement say 
that Captain Sorenson is no better than 
a pirate. He also took by force some na- 
tive canoes to procure fish. Some of the 
natives who cleared off with the mate 
had been hired by a German firm. Six 
of them were left in New Britain in 
charge of a native, who alleges thit 
Captain Sorenson had sold him. A 
Wesleyan missionary named Rickards 
paid the native demands. On hearing 
that they were being resold to some 
other natives he took charge of the 
men. One of the natives, with a large 
wound on his head, says that Captain 
Sorenson uid it on a plantation belong- 
ing to an American firm. Unless some 
action is taken it is feared that Cap- 
tain Sorenson will commit more depre- 
dations, and he defies any law to touch 
him.

London St. James' Gazette: The fol- 
lowing is an extract from a private let- 
ter just received from Paris: "You 
ought to warn all your friends not to 
come to Paris at present. 1 witnessed 
yesterday a scene which would have 
disgraced an Irish town during election 
time. An English lady, with her two 
daughters, was walking on the upper 
part of the Champs Elysees, near the 
Arc de Triomphe. Suddenly three or 
four Parisian roughs began to call out, 
'A has les assassins Anglais!' "A has 
I'Ainbassade des assassins!" "Vive 
Rochefortl" "La mort aux assassins d'- 
Olivier Pain!" The three ladies were re- 
gularly mobbed tr..r' hooted at. There 
were several respectable-looking French- 
men, some of them what might be call- 
ed gentlemen in appearance, but none 
of them lent a hand to rescue the poor 
women, who were evidently frightened 
to death. Two armed police ollicers 
also looked on, but did nothing toward 
helping the victims of the outrage. The 
mob got larger and larger. 1 did my 
utmost, as did two Englishmen who 
happened to be there; but what were 
three against so many? It was with 
the Greatest difficulty and only by 
promising a large present, that we got 
a cabman to admit us into his vehicle 
and drove away. Three or four cabmen 
positively refused to take us. Paris is 
no [dace for any English person, and 
least of all for English ladies, to come 
to at present. Rochefort is evidently 
trying hard to get up a fresh revolu- 
tion, and hopes to be President of the 
Commune yet. Tho existing authorities, 
and particularly the police, are afraid 
of tho mob. What will be the end of it 
all goodness only knows."

Ths "r»»^blo and roaolution projecting 
the establishment of a university and mod- 
el school at Victoria which was passed by 
the city board of school trustees on Tues- 
day night, have placed the proposition 
fairly before the townspeople. llifl 
aoheuie as foreshadowed is doubtless 
orude and incomplete; but it will evoko 
public discussion, and out of discussion 
■hould spring something practical and 
worthy of the age and place in which we 
live During the past two months, the 
board, through its indefatigable secretary 
Mr. Chas. Hay ward, have acquired a mas, 
of valuablo information concerning the 
working of similar institutions in other 
provinces and states. The information 
and ovidence obtained on the subject have 
but confirmed the board in tho opinion 
that theso institutions aro a prime neces- 
sity to complete, round off and make per- 
fect the schcol system of the province. In 
every case that has come to tho knowledge 
of the boird tho state has been liberal in 
land endowments. These have been sup- 
plemented by municipal and county ap- 
propriations and private bequests. In 
many instances men have generously re- 
membered the institutions in their wills; 
while othors, preferring to realizo the 
fruits that sprang from their generosity, 
have made handsome donations 
and -superintended the^ expenditure 
Ab things are now a considerable su-^.i of 
money is sent out of the province for the 
education of young British Columbians 
abroad. With » university established 
here this money would not only be re- 
tained, but scores of young men and 
•women, from California and uastorn Can- 
ada, attracted by the delights of the 
climate and the certainty of acquiring a 
aound education, would bo sent to the Vic- 
toria university, tho expenditure thus 
caused constituting a not inconsiderable 
addition to the trade of the town. A 
model school is one where young men aud 
women may be trained for teaching work. 
The necessity for such an establishment 
is daily becoming more apparent. As 
matters stand there is no special training 
of teachers in British Columbia. The 
staff ia usually drawn directly from the 
schoolH. This ought not to be. After 
graduating from the high school the ladies 
and gentlemen who intend to adopt teach- 
ing as a profession should pass into a 
model sohool and undergo a Bpecial course 
oflnstruction to fit them for the noble 
calling. It is intended to ask for the co- 
operation of men and women of all creeds 
and classes in this province, to memorial- 
ize the/ provincial and Dominion govern- 
ments for grants of land and the munici- 
pality and privato individuals for financial 
assistance to start this great work.

THE BLACK CUD. 

Two or three years ago, when Judge 
Swan demonstrated the value, importance 
and extent of the black cod fisheries ofl 
the coast of this island and tho islands of 
Queen Charlotte, sufficient interest was 
manifested by tho public to give rise to 
the hope that the work of developing the 
new "field" would bo vigorously prose- 
cuted, and that the new food fish would 
shortly find its way to the markets of the 
world In the interval that has elapsed 
since the delivery of Judge Swan's lecture 
on these fisheries, it is to bo regretted 
tb-U no intelligent steps have boen taken 
to develop them. A certain fortune 
awaits the man or men who shall nrst 
introduce this most delicious and nutritious 
member of tho finny tribe into the 
markets of Europe, eastern Canada and 
the United States. There is no fish, not 
excepting tho lordly sockeye, taken m 
these waters that posscssos the life- sus- 
taining properties of tho black cod. 
Canned it would probably bo unmarket- 
able- but salted in barrels it is superior 
to any fish that is brought to this or any 
other market. Its peculiar flavor is most 
agreeablo to the palates of epicures and 
the person who has once tasted it is always 
anxious to taste it again. Tho strong 
odor ao unpleasant in the eastern cod, is 
not present in the British Columbia var- 
ioty, and it is in several other respects a 
superior Bah. About tho beginning of 
the new year a hardy colony of Icelanders 
will bo planted somewhere on tho north- 
west coast of tho province, or on Queen 
Charlotte islands.

LONDON, Oct. 14— Agues Robertson, 
who iB still Mrs. Boucicault, has a card 
in tho London World alleging that Dion 
Boucicault's recent marriage to Mrs. 
Thorndyka is bigamous. Mrs. Boucicault 
declares that she has never been divorced. 

It is reported that King Milan of 
Servia has informed tho powers that he 
must either go to war or abdicate his 
throne, aud he has decided to go to war. 
lie has prepared a manifesto to his army 
which, it is expected, will ho issued to- 
morrow. 



EASTERN STATES. 
Pittsburg, Oct. 14. — Government 
Agent Sweeney and three deputies 
brought to this city to-night four more of 
tho gang of counterfeiters who have boon 
operating in tho northwestern countries 
for a long time. Tho arrests have broken 
up tho band and tho ringleaders are in 
custody in this city. Another arrest was 
made this afternoon. In all sovon of tho 
shrewdest criminals who have operated 
in western Pennsylvania aro protty sure 
to remain residents of tho penitentiary 
for some years tu come. They had a com- 
plete system, and probably considered 
themselves safe from detection. They 
had signs, signals and grips, and when a 
customer came to purchase tho "green" 
he would bo taken doop into tho woods 
and with a gun at his head aud hands 
raised, was made to swoar never to divulge 
their socret.

TURKEY. 
Constantinople, Oct. 14.— The porta 
is awaiting the final reply ul tho pow- 
ers before taking decisivo ccU-n. A por- 
tion of the cabinet recommend ti.o recog- 
nition of the Bulgarian union. Others 
aro of tho opinion that Groeco and Sorvia 
will only remain tranquil if the union is 
not recognized. The military party viewing 
tho silence of the powers as a sign that 
thoy aro unagreed as to what course to 
pursue, urge that Bulgaria be invaded, 
that tho great bolt of the Balkans bo oc- 
cupied, that the Bulgarian town of \\ idda 
bo given to Sorvia, in order to weaken 
Bulgaria and conciliate Servia, and that 
the districts of Hermaub, iloskouli and 
Pomak be seized as a war indemnity. The 
sultan hesitates between these divergent 
counsels, bearing rather to a policy of 
conciliation. Meanwhile military prepar- 
ations are unabated. Krupp has been 
urgedB to hasten the delivery of 
guns, payment for which has been guar- 
anteed. Everything indicates an early 
invasion of Bulgaria. In leading Turkish 
circles tho. opinion is expressed that a 
majority of the powers are inclined to re- 
fuse to recognize tho Bulgarian union, as 
they consider that that course would be 
least dangerous to European peace. . he 
Marquis do Navilles, French ambassador, 
and HerrVon Radowitz, German ambas- 
sador, express astonishment that the 
Turkish government did not send troops 
to eastern Roilmolia at tlio beginning of 
the trouble. Other foroign ministers are 
ieBB outspoken. 

.Count Corti, Italian ambassador, pro- 
tided at tho Roumelian conference tq-day. 
The ambassadors sent their respective 
dragomans to inform the porta that they 
had agreed to condemn tho violation of 
tho Berlin treaty by the union of Rou- 
melia and Bulgaria, and that they approv- 
ed of tho pacific attitude of the porto. Sir 
H. V/olfFo, special British envoy to lur- 
key and E«ypt, is about to leave Constan- 
tinople with six Turkish delegates to open 
au investigation at Cairo. Thoy will aim 
at civil, military and financial -storms.

GREECE. 
Athens, Oct. 13. — 'I he minister of the 
interior has received a telegram from 
King George in which tho Kingjthanks his 
mbjects for their patriotic sentiments. 
The students hero are appealing to stu- 
dents throughout Europe to raiso their 
voico againgst tho injustice done _ to 
Greek nationality through the Bulgarian 
union. Tho archbishop of Zante otiors 
to donate his whole stipend to tho nation- 
al cause. 

ROUMANIA. 

London, Oct.13.— In an interview with 
Strausky, tho leader of tho Roumelian 
rising, he said the revolution was effected 
in order to get rid of tho costly institu- 
tions connected with tho separate govern- 
ment, so as to prevent tho ruin of Rou- 
mania, which is pour and unable to boar 
the weight. 

Constantinople, Oct. 14 — Groat -ac-n 
tivity prevails in military circles through 
out Turkey. Troops aro boing hastilj. \ 
armed and equipped for immediate Hor- 
vico. The sultan has determined to fight 
against further disombarkmont, and largo 
forces of troops are rapidly concentrating 
on tho frontier at strategical points with- 
in easy marching distance of Bulgaria. 
Grecian and Servian troops, horses and 
fluid guns are being dispatched to the 
front night and day. Tho Moslems aro 
enthusiastic and volunteering in large 
numbers. A conspiracy has been discov- 
ered at tho palaco which has led to tho 
exile of Said Pasha, ox-grand vizier.

The Alert Arrives Back at SI. 
John, Newfoundland.

THE GOVERNOR - GENEKAL 
AT NEW WESTMINSTER, 

His Excellency's §|>eccli to the 
Citizens. 



(Exclusive to The Colonist) 

Naw Westminster, Oct. 14. 
The governor-general received an en- 
thusiastic welcome to-day. In response 
to tho civic address his oxcollenoy said: 
I thank you for the welcome which, as 
Her Majesty's representative, I have had 
the honor of receiving at your hands, and 
I can assure you that it gives mo much 
pleasure to visit tho mainland capital of 
this province. I entirely concur with tho 
views which you have expressed as to tho 
immonso importance, political and com- 
mercial, of the great national lino of rail- 
way now upon the point of completion, 
which will, save for a very few miles, con- 
vey us back to the capital. This province, 
whose misfortune it was at one time to 
encounter u sories of disappointments 
owing to the tardy inception and progress 
of the work will now, I hopo, be amply 
recouped by tho construction of the road 
five years before tho date originally con- 
templated. It will, I trust, contribute 
abundantly to the material prosperity of 
your city and its neighborhood. There 
is probably no section of the province 
moro interested in the work than this, 
for you have, I understand, in this im- 
mediate neighborhood one of the largest 
tracts of fertile country on this part of the 
Pacific s inboard. The rich soil of tho 
valley of the Eraser, its magnificent cli- 
mate and delightful acouory will, .1 be- 
lieve, attract to it, now that it has been 
rendered so easily accessible from the 
oast, a largo number of settlors of the 
best class. Your local industries are, 
without exception, likely to derive the 
greatest advantage from tho altered con- 
dition under which they will be carried on. 
As this is tho last occasion upon which, 
for the present at all events, I am likniy 
to moot a considerable nuinbor of the 
Queen's subjects in this part of tho Do- 
minion, I must take this opportunity of 
telling you, and I should be glad if my 
words should reach others besides those 
t<i whom thoy are addressed, how grca,;iy 
I have enjoyed my visit to this province. 
I question whether in any other part of 
the world nature has dealt so liberally in 
regard to acenory and to climate. Your 
scenery possesses in a singular degroe the 
charm of great grandeur with a complete 
absence of those stern and almost repel- 
ling features with which natural grandeur 
is so of ten combined. As for your climate, 
I do not know whether there aro seasons 
of the yoar at which you incur retribution 
for the beautiful weather which wo have 
experienced sinco our arrival hero. I 
shall at any rate carry away with me an 
impression of your sunlit seas, your 
wooded promontories, your luxuriant 
vegetation teeming with life, of fish and 
fowl, and navigable with equal comfort, 
as has been well said, by a canoe or a 
man of- war— an impression which shall 
remain with mo as long as I live. It will 
not be the less agreeable because it is ac- 
companied by tho recollection of a people 
of whose loyalty to the crown, and whoso 
courtesy and hospitality to their visitors 1 
have had ample opportunities of judging. 
I thank you for your wish that my journey 
eastward may be a pleasant one. I can 
assure you that we shall not resume it 
without many lingering ro^rots for what 
we are leaving behind. Those regrets 
would bo deeper still if I c^.jld bring my- 
self to believe I hat I should never see 
again a country so delightful and a peo- 
ple so kindly and cordial as those of British 
Columbia.

His exce'loncy expressed himself sb 
highly delighted with his reception and 
the people are charmed with his excel- 
lency's speech and his affable and courte- 
ous manners. 

A sad accident occurred at tho East 
Wellington mine on Tuesday night at 11 
o'clock, by which five Chinamen wore 
killed. It was the hour of changing shift 
and eight Chinamen wero descending in 
tho cage when a car, which was standing 
near the top, fell down the shaft on top 
of the cage, killing four of the Chinamen 
outright and injuring another who died 
yesterday (Wednesday morning) at 2.30.

As it is nut at all irn j 
probable that there will be a considerable j 
"laying on of hands," or rather "lifting 
up if hands," this winter, thoso who aro 
obliged to travel during lute hours or 
through comparatively unfrequented parts 
of the city or suburbs, should see they ' 
are protected against something moro j 
than tho cold. Two extra policemen have 
been added to tho force in view of tlio 
undesirable increase of a very doubtful 
element of out population.

Treasures of Egyptian Sand*. 
[Chicago Tribune.] 

The papyrus which has been found 
among the El Fayouin manuscripts, be- 
longing to the Archduke Kenicr, by Pro- 
fessor If arabucek of Vienna, when com- 
pletely deciphered will probably revolu- 
tionize ancient history. There" ore alto- 
gather 30,000 fragments in oleveu dill'er- 
eut languages, 20,000 of them written on 
papyrus, and the remainder on skins in 
voluminous rolls and on paper 
made of linen or cotton, it has 
not yet been decided which. 
Some of them date hack 3,000 years, und 
tho most moderu bear the date D58 A. I>. 
The learned professor who discovered and 
is now deciphering them believes that 
they formed part of a great library at El 
Fayoum, the rest of which was destroyed 
by tire SJOii A. D. So great Is their value 
that l'Tofessor Jlommsen, wheu shown 
samples of the fragments bearing upon 
Roman history, regretfully wished they 
had been discovered thirty years ago, »r> 
that he might have had the advantage of 
their revelations in writing his history. 

Tho immense value of these documents 
to the historian may bo inferred from the 
professor's statement that it is now possi- 
ble to write the narrative of 1.000 years 
of Egyptian history about which very 
little has heretofore "been known, and of 
Roman history commencing !)3 A. D., 
through the consecutive reigns of thirty- 
live emperors, closing with Constantino 
the Great, from contemporary doc- 
uments of every year of their reigns. 
They are destined to shed light upon 
some of the darkest periods of history, 
especially, the time when the power of the 
Byzantine emperors gradually lapsed into 
the.hands of the Moslem conquerors, the 
reigns of the Ptolemies still further hack, 
and tho period during which Kgypt was 
under the sway of Persia. Professor 
Karabacek claims that the amplest evi- 
dence is obtainable from the archives 
which supply materials for a consecutive 
history of Egypt during nearly 1,000 
years. 

TUe Emancipation Proclamation. 

[Kx-Sbcretary Boutwoll'S Letter.] 

It may be remembered by the reader 
that in tho political campaign of 1802 a 
prominent leader of the people's party, 
tho late Judge Joel Parker, of Cambridge, 
Maas. , said in public that Mr. Lincoln 
issued the p -oclamation under the influ- 
ence of the i -yal governors, who met in 
Altoona in September of that year. 

As I was about to leave Washington in 
tho mouth of October to take part in the 
canvass, I mentioned to the president the 
fact that such a statement bad been made. 
He at once said: 

"I never thought of the meeting of the 
governors. The truth is just this: When 
Lee came over the river I made a resolu 
tlon that if McClellan drove him back 1 
would send the proclamation after him. 
The battle of Antietum was fought 
Wednesday, and until Saturday I could 
not find out whether we hud gained a 
victory or lost a battle. It was then too 
late to issue the proclamation that day, 
and the fact is 1 lixed it up a little Sun- 
day, and Monday I let them have it. " 

An Indian Show for Gcjriuujuy.

Professor Jacobson and his brother do- 

fiarted on the Olympian eu route to Her- 
in. They were accompanied by nine In- 
dians from the west coast of the Bella 
Bella tribe, intended for exhibition at the 
Boyal museum at Berlin. If the Indians 
could conceive the amount of laud and 
water they must travel over before reach- 
ing Germany, the slrnnge sights of tho 
great cities, and hundreds of novelties to 
them, life would appear a great conun- 
drum, aud it would be hard to prevail 
upon them to forsake their primitive exis- 
tence and manners. .Each of these In- 
dians recieves S20 a month and all ex- 
penses during their absence, including 
transportation both ways. They will be 
quite civilized when they return a , year 
hence The professor carried several 
tons of curios with him, which cost over 
$■1,000. lie has purchased and shipped 
from this coast in all about $10,000 worth 
of Indian curios.
